Ilerlln. Nov. 17. — Forced by the 
angr>- tide of popular fecUng that 
.s« e|.t tile empire from end lo end, Km- 
per.ir William today yh-lded to the 
nation, and promised henceforlli to 
confoiin himself to constitutional 
method.s of conducting the policies of 
Gerniiiny. The climax to the public 
iitteiances of the ]i;mi)eror was reach- 
ed in an interview which he gave to 
an ICngilshinan and which was p.ib- 
llshed ill llie Lontlon Dally Telegraph 
on October 2.S. As the outcome of this 
the whole country was aroused, the 
iteichstag endorsed the attitude of 
many of Its most prominent members 
wlii-n they denounced the sovereign, 
and (Jliancellor Von J^uclow, when ho 
atlenipted to smooth away the affair, 
undertook to communicate to his Ma- 
jesty a straight and unvarnished 
stat-ement of how the German people 
viewed his Intervention In affairs. 

The Interview between the Bmperor 
and the Imperial chancelor took place 
at the new palace in Potsdam this 
niurnlng, and at its conclusion the 
Kniperor made a formal promise to his 
people that he would not In the future 
act except through the Chancellor and 
his associate mlnlsterH. Tills promise 
was made public in the Reichs Anzclg- 
cr, the ofliclal gazette of the empire. 
It was in tlio form of a note, printed 
on the front page, where decrees, the 
texts of treaties and the promulgation 
of new laws usually appear. It was 
as follows: 

"During today's audience granted to 
the Imperial Chancellor, His Majcatji, 
the Emperor and' King, ll8tgned,'<far 
several hoursi to the report 'by. ©".thee 
Von Buelow." The Imperial' Chancellor 
described the feeling arid 'its causes 
amon.ij the German peoi)le In connec- 
tion with the article puhllahed In tho 
Dally Telegraph. He also explained 
the position ho had taken during tho 
cuur.so of the debat(>s and Interpel- 
lations on lids subject In the Reich- 
stag. His :Majesly the Emperor re- 
ceived tiic statements and explanations 
with great earnestness and then ox- 
pressed his will as follows: 

"Heedless of the exaggerations of 
public criticisms, which are regarded 
liy lilm as Incorrect, his Majesty per- 
ceives that his principal imperial task 
Is to ln..^ure the stliblllty of the poli- 
cies of the Empire, under the guar- 
dlanshlj) of constitutional respon.slbi- 
lilii'S. In conformity therewith, his 
Majesty approves tho chancellor's ut- 
terances In the Reichstag and assured 
Prince Von Buelow Of his continued 
conlUlonce." 

Would Have Resigned 

Prince Von liiielow had determined 
upon handing in his resignation If 
j the Emperor liad not met the countr.s'.s 
I demands. But as such a sltuatiDn did 
I not ari.«e, the ;uidlence ended with the 
Empei'or saying to the Imperial 
Chaiicidlor that he reposed full con- 
lldence in his wisdom. It is certain 
now In the minds of the German peo- 
ple that a step has been taken towards 
freer government. 

Interpreted by the events leading 
up to It, the least this declaration of 
the Emperor can mean, Is that his ma- 
jesty promises to limit his freedom 
of speech, and observe carefully the 
constitutional forms In taking no in- 
itiative without the advice and consent 
of the prime minister. This narrow 
interpretation is strictly a bureau- 
cratic view. A wider view, as voiced 
by the Liberal press, Is that Germany 
enters upon a new era of government 
responsible to the people, with the 
crown and the nation acting together. 

Mutii.il goodwill jircvalled at the 
audience, and the emperor di.splayed 
a marked degree of condescen.^lon, and 
unnucstlonably, had been glre.atly 
moved by the occurrences of recent 
days. The chancellor declared that 
his general iiosition was conta.iiied in 
the manifesto of conservative policy, 
wliich represents the mo.sl loyal sec- 
lion of tlie German iieoph', issued on 
November Ij. This ileidaratlon (.-xiires- 
seil se'rions concern "that not infre- 
(|iii'iitly the utter.ine.i's of his ni.ajesty 
bring onr fondgn politics into a dilll- 
cull situation," and added: "In or- 
der that the emperor's reputation may 
be preserved from criticism and dis- 
cussion, and the German empire and 
people from complications and harm, 
we express the reverential view that 
greater reserve be displayed In future 
in making such utterances." 

Prince Von Buelow bore, he said, 
the mandate of the rulers of Bavaria, 
Wurteiiiburg, Saxony and Baden, tho 
four iirominent Hf.ates In the empire 
outside of Prussia, to eommunicato 
I to his niajesly llieir colleetiva. hojie 
that he w.niUl be more reticent in tho 
future. The chancellor submitted au- 
thorization from the Prussian cabinet 
to express tlieir agreement with him 
as minister president In the council. 
He ri^presented also that membors of 
llie relclistag, without distinction of 
jiart", havi; since their discussion' In 
the chamber, received an Inimonse, 
jippiiitify of rorre.spondenco from their 
! leading suiiporters in the provinces 
I in approval of the parliament's posl- 
! lion, and resolutions from numeron.i 
I urga iiizat Ions in their constituencies 
i couclied In similar terms. The feeling 
of the coimtiy, ho said, appeared v.'eli 
nigh unanimous. 

The emperor frequently Intorrupl'od 
Prince Von Omdow with que.itions. 
supplementing tho Information ho had 
received from Other sources by the 
chancellor's replies. His majesty 
was surprised, ovcn astonlshetl by 
the assemblage of facts. Indicating 
tho a.splratlon and demands of the 
people. The chancellor thouKht' that 
the pedple should Invariably Influence 
the acta of the sovereign. Tho emperor 



accepted Prince Ven Buelow's views 
fully, and agreed to the publication of 
asurance to this effect. 

The cluuiccllur did not ask that the 
emperor should issue a decree or any 
foriniilly signed statement but desired 
him to approve tho text of the Reichs 
Anzelger note, -Nvhlch the emperor 
did. 

Public Is Pleased 

Within half an liour of the Chancel- 
lor's return to Herllii, bulletins issued 
gratis hy the evening aewsptipcrs re- 
porting a favorable issue of the iiieel- 
ing between the Lhiiperor and I'rlnce, 
were eagerly iiiialclied by an anyloua 
public, who in the lirft moment of 
joyful suriirlse Kcarcely conceived the 
importance of tip. announcement lo 
themselves and the Einiiire. The wdiole 
nation had awaited wilii Li .:iit;;!e;;s 
suspense the word from the palace 
which would decide whetiicr Prince 
Von iiuclow would iiult his olUce andj 
the reign of personal iiolltics continue 
or whetlier the tniancellor would re- 
main, the desire of the peopli> be ful- 
lllled, and the nation as well as tho 
Emperor would have a word in decid- 
ing the politics of the country. 

With the e-xcoptlon of the Tageblatt, 
which closely confines its remarks, few 
of the evening papers In Berlin com- 
ment upon the audience and Its re- 
sult. The National Zeltung. however, 
proclaims the incident as a now era of 
representative institutions. It stiys; 
"May this fresh epoch of German im- 
perial history, whose national days are 
Nov. 10 and Nov. 17, continue to pro- 
gress (luietly and peacefully without 
violent upheavals." 

Tho Frelsinnlge Zeltung says: 
"Chancellor Von Buelow has fullilled 
one part of tho task which the, nation 
demanded from him. Full and lasting 
satisfaction will reign when inon.arch 
and government pursue the same lines 
of policy, to a realization of tho con- 
stitutional Idea. Shiill we be able to 
see from the stops the chancellor takes 
whether the occurrences which have 
created so much damage wdll In the 
future have a useful and fruitful ef- 
fect, and In what manner?"

Cartridges Found Nearly in 
Road of Ernperor William's 
Train 



Trankfort-on-the-Maln, Nov. 17. — 
Rumors were current here today that 
an attempt had been made to blow up 
the train on which Emperor William 
Journeyed from Donauoschagen to 
Berlin. 

Tho royal railway administration 
office hero makes public a statement 
in connection wdtli the Incident. Ac- 
cording to this .statement, on both 
Sunday and Monday, dynamite cart- 
ridges were found oh the tracks near 
the station at Jluhlheim. between 
Frankfort and Manau. 

The cartridges were not found on 
the tracks over which the Imperial 
train was . to pass, but on tho tracks 
paralleling these. 

As this occurred in Hessian terri- 
tory, the state attorney at Darmstadt 
had caused an Investigation to be 
made. 



DORANDO ARRIVES 



Italian Runner. Reaches New York to 
Meet Hayes Thanksgiving 
Day 



Now York, Nov. 17. — Dorando Pletrl, 
tho Italian runner who crossed tho tape 
In the Marathon race at the Olympic 
games In London ahead of .lolin J.

British Opinion That Change 
Make for Constitu- 
tional Reform 



Pekin, Nov. 17. — Nothing has devel- 
oped in Pekin tod.ay to substantiate the 
reports that the Ljinperor of China or 
the Dowager .li;iiipress was poisomal or 
otherwise the victim of foul ])lay. All 
the foreign legations here agree that 
the Bmperor mot a natural death. 
Opinion varies, however, regarding the 
end of tho Dowager Empress, but all 
the deductions in her case are negligi- 
ble, and in no sense - related to the 
source whence have come the cirVsum- 
stantial details of the passing away of 
their majestlea, In view of the suspi- 
cions entertained abroad in this con- 
nection, the foreign ofilce today ex- 
plained freely, and at length, tho cir- 
cumstances attending the death of the 
Emperor and the Empress, and its ex- 
position 7ias been satisfactory to tho 
powers friendly to China. 

British Opinion 

London, Nov. 17. — The British atti- 
tude towards the new rule in Cliina Is 
one of hopeful expectancy. It is re- 
cognized that the Empire's future pro- 
gress depends upon what person or 
faction secures control of the new ad- 
ministration. The real management of 
affairs, It is believed, probably wilt 
come Into other hands than Prince 
Chun's. He is considered progressive- 
ly inclined, but is young and inex- 
perienced. These best acquainted 'with 
China hope that Yuan ghl Kal will be 
the power behind the throne. 

The Pekin correspohdent of the 
Times thinks tbat the valedictory de- 
crees of the Emperor and Dowager 
Empress both powerfully strengthen 
tho movement towards constitutional 
reform. All accounts agree that tho 
satisfactory maintenance of order Is 
due to Yuan Shi Kai, who lias dis- 
played during tho crisis statesmanship 
of a high order. He Is known to have 
advocated the selection llnally mado 
for file Emperor's successor. The fact 
that Prince Chun will be for twolvo 
years virtually the Emperor, the cor- 
respondent thinks, cannot weaken tho 
position of Yuan Shi Kai and tlioso 
wliosc influence is progressive, provid- 
ed he keeps independent of female in- 
fluences. 



RICH ARE FLAYED 



Speaker at Catholic Missionary Con> 
gross Denounces Social Settle-, 
ments in Cities 



Chicago, Nov. 17. — Tho modern soci- 
ety .lettlements of American cities were 
denounced today by the Kev. James B. 
Curry, o£ New York, .as breeding places 
of socialism and anarciiisin. In ills ad- 
dress at the Catliolic nilssioiiary con- 
gress, Mr. Carry, who labors among tho 
poor of the famous Cherry Hill district, 
flayed the rich supporters of the., social 
settlements of the crowded city districts, 
declaring that many of them go among 
the poor as Pharisees and seek lo excuse 
their shortcomings by tlielr interest in 
tile sufferings of their brothers. The 
speaker inquired if any one had over 
heard of a social settlement among the 
rlcli to teach them the sacrodness of 
marrlege, and th.at "a champagne de- 
ba.ieli is as bad as one on mixed ale." 

Tho speaker in closing, however, ad- 
mitted that the social settlement purged 
of. what he termed Its abuses, and un- 
der proper Catholic administration, 
would be a good department of endeavor 
for tho Catholic church. 

Missionary work In foreign lands oc- 
cupied the attention of tho missionary 
congress today. In the morning session, 
:it whicli -Arclibishop Messmer of Mil- 
waukee was called to preside, tlio duty 
of ciiiirch workers for the social uplift 
of mankind was considered.

Saskatoon, Sask., Nov. 17. — The an-

morning. Bishop Porrin In the chair, 
with ai;\-entoen clerical and thirty lay 
di-legalcH In lUtcndanco. 

The nllli-crs of the -synod wore re- 
elected; Rev. J. il. S. Sweet, clerical 
secretary; Frank Uurrell, lay secretary, 
and P. Wollatiton, treasurer. 

Notices of motion have been pre- 
sented dealing both with offertory and 
liouae collections. 

On motion of Mr. P. Woltaston, sec- 
oiKied by tho Rev. C. E. Cooper, it 
was by a large majority resolved: 
'J'hut the synod welcomed the publica- 
tion of the Book of Common Praise, 
nnd recommended Its use In tho par- 
ishes and missions of the diocese. 

Several delosates wero, however, of 
tho o[iiiilon that this i)roi)i>sUlon was 
ratlin- |ii-. ni,itiire, and tliat tlic mem- 
bers of the ihureli Bi-"i-'''ally sliould 
have a fulle'r kiio wled|,'e of the con- 
tents of the new hymnal before Its 
wide-sprend ailojUlon for conifroKU- 
tional uso were formally advl.sod. 

'Ihe executive committee reported 
llie Krant of $1,000 to the useful coast 
mission. 

'I'lie mission hiiard stated in their re- 
|>oil that tile missionary l■l<■^K^^• were 
now iiromised e-ither $SI0U a year with 
a house, or $l,(tOU \s itlioiil a liou.se; in 
jaccordanee with tlio resolution of the 
j synod at last year's session, that these 
I salaries should be inerea.sed in the 
I sum (if SlOO eai li. But allhougli this 
j addition meant un advani'C of 5SO0 in 
^ Ihe agfe'regato In the synod's obliga- 
tions, ouly $40fi of this amount had 
so far been received, and unless a spe- 
cial effort were made at a very early 
date to meet' these responsibllUies, It 
had become evident In view of tho late- 
ness of tlio season that It would be 
impossible to pay tho promised aug- 
mentation In these stipends. Tho 
Lenten otierlngs amounted o $673. 

The lands and finance committeo 
detailed the manner in which the vari- 
ous church funds were invested, being 
lent upon mortgages, w-hich are sever- 
ally yielding 7, 7 1-2 and 8 per cent. 
To Print Reports 
It was suggested as an improve- 
ment upon the present systent that all 
tlirse rejiorts should be printed and 
plaeed in the hands of the delegates 
in advance of the session, in order that 
they might fully familiarize themselves 
witli their contents, and bo prepared to 
discuss them with intelligence. 

Bishop Perrln; "This has already 
iieen suggested to me by a member 
who has had a large experience in 
tliese matters, In Winnipeg; although 
I may add that we did have printed 
and sent out beforehand the financial 
statement of the synod." 

The Widows' and Orphons' fund Is 
ill u very satisfactory condition, stand- 
ing at $8,000.50, with i572.'46. In ac- 
crued Interest, and the Chrlbtmaji offer- 
tory of $372.08. Tho sum of $681.67 
hiis, during the present year, been 
added to tho capital account. 

Bishop Perrln: "The rule Is that the 
Christmas Day offertory, along with 
the Interest which has been earned 
by the capital, are put together into 
one fund, from which grants arc made 
to tliose widows who are in need of as- 
sistance, wlille the baltince, -which 
ina\' happen to remain from tliose t-\vn 
sums, ttie tVlirlslma.s Day offertory 
and the Interest account, is added to 
the capital fund, which has now liiip- 
pily reached the figure of }8,000."

Rev. J. H. P. Sweet read the report

Since making my last report, I nm 
glad to say that material progreeK lias 
been made in stralght'erilnfir . out tiie 
IliKinclal affairs of the, dioceso, and now 
all the old accounts, which, have 
been such a source of worry' and anx- 
iety, have been closed out. Tho dio- 
cese U out of debt, and more than thAt, 



a fund which is termed the diocesan 
fund, has been created. 

As I Informed you last year, Angela 
Qollege has been disposed of, the pro- 
ceeds of tho salo being uBed..to pay off 
the loan which was " obtained from 
Christ church trust, and there now re- 
mains d.. b.alance of $4,000 still due of 
the pur'ohaoe money, and • Which is 
drawing interest at tho .rate of 6 per 
cent. The Mountain district lot has 
been disposed of for the sum of $4,650, 
most of this sum being applied in the 
extlnguishnient of the diocesan debt, 
and the amoiinl due to Christ churcli 
truat; the balance remaining after 
everything was .settled up being $925.98. 
This also has been passed to the credit 
01^ the diocese fund, the net result be- 
ing that this fund, as soon as the 
amount duo on Angola College shall 
have been paid, will amount to $4,91i5.l)S 
the Interest upon which can be applied 
to whatever purp(jse the executive 
coniiiilttec may see lit. (.ieiillonien, this 
Is a wonderful change; we now have 
an Income, whereas for many j-ears we 
have not only not Icnown where to put 
our hands (m the money due for inter- 
est on sums borrowed, but It has eve'ii 
been found necessiuy to dip Into capi- 
tal from time to time. Sums so bor- 
rowed have been repaid, tlie diocese 
has now no borrowed money, thi^refore, 
there Is no Intarnst to pay. and there 
is a small amount of money coming in 
each year which will go to swell the 
exceedingly slim Income of the synod 
fund. 

During the year now under review, 
the church propert.v in Naiiaimo lias 
been disponed of, and now, that parlsii 
ba.s an aa.sured income of somi'lhing 
over J700 per year, instead of a practi- 
cally unproductive piece of iiroperty. 

All these are subjects for congratu- 
lation, but when we come to review 
uliat may he termed the state of tlie 
Ijarocliial llnntices as distinct from 
these of the diocese at large, there Is 
not much room for congratulation or 
eneouragemciit, in fact rather the re- 
verse Is the case. 

The Mission Fund 
The condition oC the mission fund is 
a subject of the gravest concern to the 
board of management, and will re(iiiiri; 
the immediate and tiie most careful 
consideration both of the board and of 
this synod. Yon will remember that at 
tho last synod it was decided that the 
time was ripe for an Increase in the 
stipends of the mission elerg,\-, .-ind fol- 
lo-\vlng out the expressed wisli i_if tlie 
synod the m sslon board put into effect 
an advance of JlOO per ye.ar on the sti- 
pends of the mission clergy; this lielng 
done In spite of the fact that before 
the advance was granted the income of 
tlie nils.sloii fund was lielng fully spent, 
and that no addllloii to thtit Income 
was assured. 

Th(! mission board undertook the ex- 
jiendlture of an additional $900 per 
j-ear, relying upon the \-arioiis parishes 
of the (lioccs(! to see tliat the reiiulred 
sum was provided, but far from this 
being done, 1 ;im sorry to say that, al- 
though It was clearly st;it(_'d that this 
increase would he nuiuired. the income 
of the mission fund from parochial 
sources is actually less than it was 
last year, there being a decrease in the 
amounts contributed by almost every 
parish to the Lenten and "Whitsuntide 
offertories. Just here It Is but fair to 
state that since the books were closed, 
further amounts have- been paid In and 
that counting these in, some of the 
parishes hare fuirntshed the amounts 
-which were expected ■ from them; in r 
few cases even more than was counted 
on, but even taking these payments 
Into account the total contribut- 
ed to the mission fund in 
the Lenten offertory was only 
$673 against $824.20 for the previous 
year. The Advent offertory is the only 
one showing an increase; tho amount 
contributed tills year being $384.40, us 
compared with $257.90 last year. The 
payment of as.sessments liy most of 
th(> iiilHsionary districts has been be- 
hind time, and In several cases It has 
been found necessary to appoint com- 
missions of enquiry as to the causes 
of the non-payment of assessments as 
they became due. 

.•\.t till' last meeting of the Mission 
board it was repotted that eight dis- 
tricts were in arrears, the total amount 
due to the .Mission fund being $,S39.9I>. 
Tile (luestion whlcli now confronts tho 
(Iloccjc is, how to pay the stipends 
of tho clergy at the existing rate with 
ix. total outgo of about $800 more than 
tlio estimated income. Are you going 
to increase that inconio, or are >-ou go- 
ing to either reduce the number of 
clergy eni|)loyed In the diocese, or to 
reduce the stijiends of those who even 
now are receiving no more than a liare 
living'.' On(> of these courses must be 
pursued and it is for you to decide 
which it Is to be. I

On motion of tlie l^ov. f.'iinon Bean- 
lands, seconded Ijy Rev. t". Cooper, 
a vote of condolence wltli the famil>- 
of tlie late highly resiiected Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of this jirovince, the I.-ite 
Hir Henri Joly de Lotblnlere, was un- 
iiuimoualy passed. 

EVENING~SESSION 

The following proposed ameiidnienl 
to canon No. 7, of the diocese, aroused 
a somewhat lengthy and very interest- 
ing debate: 

"That the word "male" be .striuk 
out from line 1 In section 4, and llin,' 
9 of section 28 of canon 7, on "Paroch- 
ial Organization," and that the words 
"or she" bo Inserted after the word 
"he" in line 3 of the first-named sec- 
tion." 

Admitting Women to Vestry Meetings 

Tl-iis alteration In the wiu'dlng of t/ie 
canon was proposed 1)\- Re\-. A. Kilva 
White, -M. A., the rector nf St. I'aiirs, 
Nanalmo, while it was seconded by 
Rev. Canon Beanlands. 

Rev. E. G. Miller— -"If this change be 
made, there will be nothing to jirevent 
women becoming churchwardens; 
while Mr. Taylor, who had this matter 
so warmly at heart, 1 am conlldent, felt 
like going further, and conferring upon 
them the right not merely to hold of- 
ilce, but to hold any office, which was 
common to men, and while I deeply 
regret Mr. Taylor's absence, still speak- 
ing for my own parish. 1 feel that tho 
passage of this canon, in tills amended 
form, will seriously Interfere witli tlie 
work of Christian men, difflcult as that 
now is." 

"I cannot, for my own part, vote for 
the confirmation of this amendment, 

(Applause.) 

H( V. C. K. Cooper— "Would It be a 
good thing to have ladies sitting In 
this synod, (liear, hear), a steji whicli 
1 am sure was in .Mr. Taylor's mind 
when lie made this proposition. And 
-ivhy should we give thom privileges 
wtiicii they do not in the least desire to 
liave. (Applause.) For we arc not la 
rceoipt of any reipiest from the ladies 
stating tliat they wish to secure this 
rigiit. They do their own work ex- 
(-ellciilly w-ell, with great order and 
discipline. In small bodies women con- 
duct tludr tisseniblies witli ability, al- 
though when a great many women 
meet together their liusiness Is not well 
iiiiinnged. (Hear, liear.) I do not 
want to see ladles in this synod, and 
therefore I do not eonsidin- it to bo 
wortti Willie to iiernill them to vote in 
our vestries, 'i'liey are not asking for 
this riglit, and as ti matter of fact,! 
they do not want it. (Hear, liear.) If 
this question should be brought liefore 
any body at all it should come before 
the general synod of the Church of 
Canada. (Hear, hear.) It should bo

Bishop Perrln — "The general synod 
can endorse any proposition which is 
submitted for its consideration, but 
such action as It may take In regard 
to any matter must bo accepted by the 
individual dioceses before they can be- 
come operative within their limits." 
(Hear, hoar.) 

Rev. Canon Beanlands — "But It can- 
not compel us to act." 

His Lordship — "it Cannot compel us 
to do anything. Its actions must be 
accepted by the Individual dioceses. It 
would be perfectly possible for any 
member to bring this question before 



the general synod at Ottawa, but Its 
adoiition of It would not compel us to 
admit women Into our councils, (Hear, 

hear.) 

Capt. Barclay — "I hope that this pro- 
posed amendment wlH be confirmed, 
and that we will have women in our 
vestries, and I say so because the men 
want them. (Laughter.) I have seen 
too much of the excellence of the work 
which Is done by the women members 
of our congregations to oppose this 
proposition." (Applatiso.) 

Mr. Elkington- — "Are women allowed 
to act as churchwardens in Eng- 
land'.'" 

May Be Wardens 
Bishop Perrln — ^"'VVomen as men are 
allowed to act as churchwardens there 
and this proposal would permit ladles 
to nil tho positions of churchwardens 
here, too; but It would not allow them 
to vote at our vestry meetings." (Hear, 
hear.)

Agents of Trans-Pacific Lines Met at 
Seattle to Conaider a Vexed 
Questjon 

Tlie question of steerage rates on thu 
transpacific liners was under discus- 
sion at 11 meeting of representatives of 
tho sloanislilp lines called at Seattle 
on Tuesday In this regard. Norman 
llnrdle, of Dodvvell & Co.. who was one 
of the representatives of the Holt line 
at the conference, returned home yes- 
ti>rday. The conference was called to 
discuss the Question of stceruKe rate:^ 
only, and nothing was acenmplislii il. 
altliouKb two sessions wore held at the 
W'ashiiiAton Itoli.d, iiud the matter 
Konc into fully. Another nu'etinf? will 
probably be called in January. 'Pin- 
bono of contention Is the <lill<'rential 
stceraB-i; rate, . Ujidcr Iho agreemenl, 
which luis ben "in existence for some 
time, the slowi-r and less reRular lines 
arc allowed a. dilferential. 'I'lie r.ate 
on tho Pacllic .Mail, Can.adian Paellic 
and tho steamer ..Miuue.snta Is ft>\. cin 
tho otlicr line's the steeratie r:ae i.s 
$13. nn. The reason for the dlfferenliril 
Is that the lines charKing the lesser 
rate operate frei.ght vessels, less regu- 
lar In their movements and of less 
speed. 

It Is understood that representatives 
of the staiulard lines ci.intendi.-d that 
the diiTereiitlal should be :il>ol islied. 
Their el.aiin is that the superior s[ieed 
of tludr vessels is no facti.u- in .attracl- 
inpr buslnrs.'i, and they asked that the 
same rate be cliargeil by all lines. The 
lines enjoying the lihTerent lal de- 
murred to ibis proriosal, asserting that 
regular sailings and greater speed 
wore decided aii\-antages. It was linal- 
ly agreed to p:iss the wholo matter for 
two or three montiis, when the ques- 
tion will again be tlir:islied out. 

In support of their argument, the 
standard lines showed ligiires of busi- 
ness i'ii\erlng the last two months, 
v,-hen travel to the drient has been ,-x- 
cejitionaliy heavy. The differential 
lines replied that this w;is not a fair 
comparison, adding t.'iat business m an 
entire year should be taken to est.ali- 
Usli the proi)ortlon to the various lines. 

While thorn was a deeided difference 
Of opinion, the sessions were entirely 
harmonious, and th.-it the 'itie.stlon was 
jiostponed for two months without ;i 
threat of r;ile cutting indlciites that 
the best of feeling iirevailed.

After spending two years engaged In 
exploratory work In the Arctic, Ernest 
de K. Ijci'llngwell, tho \v(dl known 
geologist, who shared with Cnpt. .Mik- 
kelsoii in the leadership of tho Anglo- 
Auierieau Arctic o.xploration expedi- 
tion which left here, on ]M;iy 21 in tha 
schooner Inicliess of IJcdfurd, e.\ tho 
sealing sebuouer liea trice, arrived in 
Victoria yesterday and Is a guest at 
till.' I'hniness hotel. Mr. Letllngwell, 
as ;i result of his work In the Arctic, 
ha.s added much to the gcograi)l!lcal 
and geological knowledge with regard 
to the district, am! has e.Kplored and 
mapi)ed three rivers hitherto i>ractical- 
ly unknown. 11c will leave tonight 
for his homo In Cliicago and will return 
in the spring to make Ills way north 
in .a small au.\lliary vcs.sel to continue 
his work. 

Piscusslng Ills work in the Arctic 
yesterda\' with a Colonist reporter Mr. 
Lefliiigwell said he wanted to say 
something with reyarii to the sea- 
worthiness of the schoouor lJuches.«i 
■ t Uudl'ortl. The scnoonor. which waa 
formerly the Beatrice, owned by tho 
Victoria Sealing ciunpaiiy from whom 
tho vessel was purchased for the ex- 
pedition, proved extremely aatisfoctory. 
when she left Victoria there were many 
who shook tholr heads nnd said she 
would never go far. As a inutter of fact 
the schooner rammed ice and bored her 
1| way through lloes In which larg/'r ves- 
Ijsels could mil make tlnar way. She 
j| woriced so we ll th.al tlie e.\riedlt!on was 
liable to reach I'.ilnt Harrow li.'fore any 
j I of the whalers. .Several times the 
schooner struck ice so hanl that llioso 
on board were kuocU-ed from their 
feet, but the iiiip:tct lu.'ver hurl her. 
While beln.g lowed by a whaling steam- 
er tliroiigh the ice frijm Port .Narrow 
the schooner struck a jileco of lloating 
ice with sucli a shock that the towliiie 
was broken, but tho .schooner was not 
hurt. 

Tiie sehonnor w.-is really not a wreck 
at l'"la.\man islfind. Sho is there yet, 
and all that she needs is caulking, but 
no one can c.-uilk Inu- there. She \v;is 
aiudiored olf Fla.xiuan Island In shoal 
water, and she was aground at low wa- 
ter. The ves.sel \v,as not sheathed and 
when the ico froze to the c;uilkln,g it 
was drugged out with the thaw. Wa- 
ter came In, and tlie ves.sel was pump- 
ed free several tltncs. tlnnlly it waa 
decided to tear out tho lining and make 
a camp ashore. The schooner was 
abandoned, but ■\yhen She was last seen 
:i few months ago she was in good con- 
dition as ever if some caulkers worked 
on hor a short time. 

Arduous Ice Trip. 
Mr. I.eftingwell with Capt. Mikkcl- 
seii and .MiLto Storkerscn, who was 
taken from llio foe'slo .arid made mate 
of the x-essel. made an tirduous trip 
out over the ice in (he unknown sea 
of the .Arctic making soundings to test 
the theory which was the main feature 
of th(^ expedition — that band existed 
in Urn Kcaufort .sea, north of Alaska. 
There were many Indications iiointing 
to this, but llio .soundings made by tlui 
explorers showed that tlae'y passed tho 
edge of the continental shelf and were 
unable to get any bottom, indicating 
that. In that vicinity at least, no land 
existed. They regard the theory as 
disproved. While, the trio were away 
one of tholr dogs ran away and was 
found by the natives, who had doubts' 
about the return- of tho ■ expedition 
from the begintilng and when the dog 
came back they spread the report that 
ail h.ad succumbed on tho Ice. This 
report was c.-irrled to civilization, with 
the result that for a ."jpace tho explor- 
ers were motirneil us dead until 
.Stefanson made hl.s way across Alaska 
:uid telegraphed ti deni.-il, telling of tho 
return of the lee iiarly, after a .strnou- 
ous time. .Mr. Eeriingwell speaks of 
the trip as a m.iti er-of-faci happen- 
ing a.nd says that at no tlhie were they 
In serious danger. 

Tile na.tives could not bo Induced 
under any consideration to accomiiaiiy 
the exploria-s on the Ice journey. Al- 
iliough they go out in the vicinity of 
the shore (o enga,ge in luuiting the 
natives have .-i great f":u- of the Ice. 
.and a Justillable fear, seeing tliai many 
h:i\e lost their ii\ts liy being carried 
away i.ui lee whleh has brriKen from 
th(? pacli. The n.-itives were of much 
assistance to the explorers, especially 
with regard to making fur clothing. 
They ,ill used native clothing and 
adopted the native manner of living as 
far as possible. I 
Lack of Teachers. 
.Mr. Lefllngwell says there Is a great 
field for ini.sslona ries and teaeliers 
along the' An tic coast, There are two 
class, s of nati\es, one chiss which 
li\es along the northern aliore living 
in sod huls in winter and another class 
v.'hicb follows the game Inland, living 
in skin tents. Since ilie whalers cainr. 
tins.' liiinters 'isuall.\- get boat drill 
from the trad, rs and coat their fur 
leiiLs v.ith the drill. Tlu.y si..',:ili a 
sliglitl.\^ liiU'er. nl 1,'irigu.ige. .Near tlie 
tr.uiiiig stations ;ind the mission sta- 
lions th" yiiimgei- g.'iii 'la I Ion of the 
l';sl(inios have inrgolteii how to hunt 
and il' ill.' whit.' nu n weiil from the 
ilistrii't these Would probably starve. 
'I'he ni.-ijorlty of the nalives distant 
from the trading stations, while they 
are fond of the f.iodstiilTs used by tlni 



tribal story-tellers, and many pecul- 
iar othiidloglcal featUre8if-;TUe- natives 
have no rellglon,,^but' they^toellevo in 
devils, and fear nature. :por Instance, 
U la. believed tliat. doinong exist In tho 
mountains ' arid on far-away iccpeaks, 
etc. ■• ' , 

Fertile -for-, Missionaries., 
It Is a fertile .ground 'for missionar- 
ies, but some ■ of ' thoso who...are on the 
ground pay t(Jo much attention to the 
little things ■^of 'life. The natives liavo 
no conception of the great features of 
Christianity. They believe that not 
working on Sunday Is like taking ad- 
vantage of a charm of amulet, and say 
prayers in tho sanio way. One of tiie 
best men living In the district with 
whom Mr. Lclllngwell came into con- 
tact came to hliu one day ;uul said; 
••Will I go to hell If [ wear labretsV" 
The natives often wear labrets 
dangling from their lips, and this na- 
tive wanted to wear some, but llrst 
was anxious to know If ho would im- 
peril his chances of salvation by so 
doing. 

"Why do you ask?" queried Jlr. 
Lelllngwell. 

The native replleil that the inission- 
ary had told hini that he would go to 
hell If ho wore labrets. 

The explorer told Ijhn he could wear 
labrets all over hhn and he might go 
to Heaven before any missionary who 
ga\'e him those ideas. 

Most of the time spent by Mr. Lef- 
llngwell was In his geographical and 
geological work hack .of Flaxman's i.s- 
land. Several small rivers enter tlu; 
.•\rctlc there. Ho learned of them from 
native Information and explored some 
of them and mapped'-bliem. He al.'so 
made a number of geological finds and 
brought back a number of fossils and 
other siiecltnens. In all he has about 
100 pounds of specimens representative 
of several ages, as many a,-' he could 
carry out from the hills. There weue 
some matmnoth tu.sks and other evi- 
dences of the iire-glaclul life found, 
and another Interesting discovery was 
the sites of aneiiiit villages. There 
were traces of the old lioiise.'^, the 
largest on Barter island when the an- 
cient village of about fort\- or lifly 
families was found, and some stone 
Implements of the ilays before the Iron 
period Were dug from some of the 
nioumls. There were also Implements 
of \^arlous kinds made of bone. The 
natives living on the .Vrctlc coast to- 
day have no traditions of the liihtiblt- 
ants of these villiigos who must have 
lived before the memory of the old- 
est tradition of the northern people. 
Tho indications were that the villages 
were of a people different In mans' 
ways from those of the present tlmq 
Seeking Gold 
Mr. LelHiigwell met several pros- 
pectors In the northland seeking gold 
on the Arctic shores, and he was sur- 
prised since Ills return to civilization 
to see statements teli'graiihed from 
Cape Nome telling of the arrival there 
of one of these prosjiecturs with news 
of such discovi>ries as v/ould likely 
cause a stanipeue to the district. Mr. 
Leilingwell says tliiit In the two years 
he sjienl on the Arctic coast lie doubt- 
ed if llfty cents worth of colors had 
been seen by the prospectors. In Hplt(! 
of this, tiimors are constant of groat 
linds. .Vny number of nien going into 
that country without 'provisions to last 
some seasons will starve.

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NO DISLOYALTY. 

Prcmlor Scott of Saskatchewan, wlio 
lias returned to his prairie home af- 
ter contributing his efforts to a vain 
iUtompt to provt'iit the oloctlon of Con- 
•sorvatlvo caiidiilatL's In Kootenuy and 
Yulc-Cjtriboo, has been making soinu 
observations on the subject. He says 
that Mr. Borden's attitude In 1907 and 
us iiri'scnlt'd by the Conservative cnn- 
tlldiiti'.s ill thl.s provlnco In ro.spcct to 
Jai)anoMe Inunlgratlon "certainly can- 
7iot bo ti'iily characterized as one of 
loyalty to British Institutions."

It wan tho attU\ido 
taken by the Premier of Canad.-i in 
l-(>KpOL-t to Oriental InimiKration. Sir 
AVUfrld with great frankness specifi- 
cally stated his views on this question 
In his speech In the Russell theatre at 
Ottawa. Tie then sent a message to 
the people of iDritisli (.'olurnbia' !n 
Which ho said that our attitude towards 
the Oriental people is a mistake and 
that ho did not share in our senti- 
ments. To this the roply of the peo- 
ple of British Columbia has been Klv<-n 
in the only way In which public opinion 
can be constitutionally expressed un- 
der British institutions. 

A declaration of this kind seemed 
imperative because the Leiiiieux 
agreement is temporary only, and a.s 
the Postmaster-General was sent to 
Toklo because of the strong feeling of 
people of this province, It seemed ri(?lU 
to the Conservative party to inx'ite tliem 
to make an explicit declaration iliat 
their \ ie\vs have in no way changed. 
^\'heu the liard feelings engendered by 
the contest have worn away, and tho 
question of Oriental Immigration 
again bi'comos aoiite. the decision of 
the electorate of Hritish Columbia will 
have a potent Influence In determin- 
ing tho line of action that shall be 
taken. 

The Colonist feels that its position 
on this subject, wliich was similar to 
tho position taken by the Con.serva- 
tivc party In this provlnco, will stand 
tho closest Invc.stlgatlon. It contend- 
ed that tho MU.cTRestion id' the Colonial 
office .should have lie. n adopted by 
the government of Canada and a pro- 
vision similar to the Queensland pro- 
tocol should have been appended to 
the Japanese treaty. It protested 
agaln.1t the right to restrict immi^ra- 
lion into Canada beini; suri'ender"d to 
a loreiKU i)0\vi-r. II d. elined Id juin 
an llie clamor for thi' abrogation of ilu' 
treaty. It counselled toleration In the 
treatment of the Japanese. ft ap- 
j)roved of Mr. I^emleu.x's mission. It 
aec.epled the result of thai mission as 
xemijorarlly satisfactory and congi'atii- 
laled tho MlnLster upon It. Then when 
the election cume on, bellevln,g that the 
opinion of the pe.ioli sliould find ex- 
pression, not as to til'' l.einieux .ai^r. e- 
niont, but as to tlie altitude of tlie 
government as expressed by the Pre- 
mier, upon the bald iiucstion of Ori- 
ental immigration. It made that .-ati- 
luile the issue of the eamijainn. and 
the people have spoken In no uncertain 
terms. It may seem fitting to a cha- 
grined politician to characterize Uhls 
attitude as one of disloyalty to Brit- 
ish Institutions, but wc venture to'

Though grain 
and lumbor chartering during the past 
week has been more active, there are 
still a large number of vessels avail- 
able for grain along the coast and on 
Paget Sound. Many of the vessels 
hav« laid up on account of being un- 
able to secure union rates. . It Is be- 
lieved that some of these may accept 
lumbur charter.?. 

"At the present prevailing rates," 
said a well known shlimiaster, "IP Is 
not a. question of bow much will llie 
vessel make by accepting a lumber 
(-li.-irler at the jireseiit low rates, hut 
liow nuicli less will she lose If she 
takes .-I eharti'r. Some of the owners 
ligiir,- that it is lietler to acceiit a low 
freight and lake the chance of llndlng 
another charter at home for the ship. 
Other owners believe It Is cheaper 
to lay the vessel up here, it Is true 
that w-hllo the owners are willing to 
accept a low freight, they will lind 
It dlillcult to bring up tho rates to the 
union schedule." 

In Its weekly review of tho coast 
cliart<T market, the San Francisco 
Ciuiiiiiorcial News says; "Quito a num- 
ber of ve.=!sels have arrived at coast 
jiorts during tile week under charter 
to load grain and durln.g tho past ten 
day.s three large steamers have se- 
cured grain llxliires at a shfirp re- 
diictlon from union rates. From ail 
Indlcalloiis, liowcver, the tonnage now 
under engagement is about sullicient 
to clean up tho exportable surplus 
with the exception of that needed for 
California. Reports from Australia 
Indicate another largo crop, and pres- 
ent prices of Australian cargoes 
check further inducement to charter 
for Pacific coast . loading. Over a 
do7.on largo steamers havo already 
been taken for tho new season by 
Australian exfiortcrs and tho market 
tlii-re is iiiucli liiipro\-ed. There are 
at pn-Kiait thirteen vessels iivallablo 
for gr.-iin cargoi's lying idle at )^o;;et 
Sound and Hrllish Columbia, three 
at Pcirtland and three at Han Fran- 
cisco. Rates are naturally weak.

Whereas, it Is a well known fact fre- 
quently commented upon by the press 
and openly aclcnowledged by those in 
a position to know that girls and boys 
ari; permitted to be on the streets not 
only at late hours of the night, but 
mto the early hours of the morning, 
and that this evil Is alarmlng%' on the 
increase, a condition much to be do- 
jilorod; and whereas, unless a mlsde- 
nn .-inor is committed by such, the au- 
tlinritles have no power to deal with 
tiiese cases; 

Resolved, that the Local Council of

\irgent need of a workable curfew by- 
law fur the safeguarding of those 
young pf'iipic whose parents are either 
Ignorant of, or indilferent to the true 
state of aflalr.s. Moved by Mrs. An- 
drews, see(Ui<led by .Mrs. Uathoin. 

.Mrs. Watt ablv pleaded for a v.'idcr 
interest aceordeil to women in the 
meetings of tlie b'armers' institutes, 
and tlial they should be kept informed 
in all tlie varlou.s and successive im- 
provements which simplify and lighten 
the work on farms, and the duties of 
country and agricultural life. This 
resolution passed, and a special com- 
mittee with Mrs, Watt as convener, 
Mrs. Whldden, Mrs. White Birch, to 
])roniulgate further interest In this 
subject. 

Mrs. Haseil spoke to resolution S, 
exijlalnlng that this cause was becom- 
ing more .celebrilted' for the pertinacity 
of its supporters than for success in 
its execution. .U was definitely fouml, 
that In appealing to the public a good 
financial basis must llrst be secured, 
and this can only be formed by the 
ability of the women of Victoria, and 
the willingness of their friends among 
the men, to form a joint stock eom- 
panw and issue bonds. It had been 
the hope of the committee that some 
philanthropist might be found who 
I would |n-rliaps start the work by glv- 
! ing a site upon which a building might 
I be ralsi'd, and \vlio "wiaild hold a 
] niorlgaKe on the bulldin.g. There Is no 
doubt tliat tlie building would eertaln- 
! ly pay .sufllclent inte-rest to warrant Its 
I erection. Con.siilerable discussion was 
I induced, and a dlflerence of opinion as 
' t(j the advisability of dropping the re- 
.■j.ilutfon for a season. Ib'sulted In a 
majiii-itj \ot'.' in favnr of lettln.g It re- 
main among tla' council undertakings 
for yet anntlu r year. 

Kiselutiiin 'J— Was most ably moved 
Ijy .Mrs. Andrews, who showed grave 
aiid important reasons why the Curfew 
bylaw should be authoritatively en- 
forced. Mr. Cooper endorsed, tho m,o- 
ti.in and spoke fervently upon the duly 
of parents to Inform and protect their 
children, and of citizens to enforce 
sill h laws as will assist the endeavors 
an.l establish the authority of both 
p.i rents and teachers. Tho resolution 
carried unanimously.

TO LiQUTlNG PLANT 



Tlie Present Civic System is 
Being Worl<ed to Extreme 
Limit 



'i'h(! growing demand for an Increase 
in the city's street llfbtlng service, 
coupled with the fact that the civic 
plant has now reached Its extreme 
limit and cannot be called upon to do 
niore than keep tin; jiresi.oit lighting 
facilities giVlng, has lmpri!SSed the elec- 
tric light committee of the city coun- 
cil witii the necessity of enlarging liie 
plant tiiid securing an addition to the 
power. A\'lth tlds end in view tlie city 
electriciiui is now at work preparing a 
report ;uid plans for the increasing of 
the plant. 

e'ould the city increase tho present 
lighting service to the extent asked for 
another 1.10 lights would hardly meet 
the demands of residents tiirouglumt 
the outlying .sections, Init until tlie 
Ciipaclty of tho plant is added lo it will 
be impossible to put up any more street 
lights. 

Just what it will cost to make the 
necessary addition to the city lighting 
plant in order to make the service not 
only adequate for present needs, but 
also to provide for extensions in tho 
future is not certain, but it is estlmat 
ed that it will require an expenditure 
of nearly $50,000 to'lnstal another com 
pleto unit and make the necessary a! 
teratlons and additions to the present 
buildings. It Is this' matter which the 
city electrician Is now llguring upon, 
and his report will, It Is expected, he 
ready in a .short time At the present 
time, with the plant working to its full 
capacity, the city is not protected by 
iiny auxiliary plant should the present 
W'OrKs break down. Any serious acci- 
dent would undoubtedly result in a 
complete cessation of the city's lighting 
.'iystem and tlie neeesslty of some ad- 
ditional plant to l)e used in cases of nc 
cldont has impressed Itself upon tho 
committee. -i .rt

In the mayoralty Held Ma.\-or Hall l.s, 
as yet, the only one to make deliiilte 
announcement of his intention to tigaln 
be a candidate. ICx-Mavor Morley 
states that it is still too early to make 
an announce?nent as to whether he will 
run, but he is biiliig press(!d to tlo so, 
and his frlimds declare tlial lie will 
enter the light. The name ot J. L. 
Heckwlth has also been mentioned, but 
he lias not yet given his answer to the 
many requests that lie sliould offer 
himself as a contestant for mayoralty 
honors. 

In tho aldermanlc field more dcnnlti; 
information la forthcoming, in ward 
live, where Alderman' Cameron will re- 
tire, two candidates' are now dellnltely 
In tho field.

WASH HOUSE TROUOLE 
ilAYLEAD TO COURT 



. W'illiam Neal's Complaint 
Brings Interesting Ques- 
tion to the Fore ■ 



With the Intention of brlnsitiff the 
trouble oVer the Chinese washhouse In 
the premises owned by Dr. Morrison, 
at the corner of Fort street an^.Quadra 
street, to an Issue, notices were yester- 
day prepared by tho city solicitor for 
service upon the parties Interested, the 
notice calling for the Inunediatc com- 
pliance with the Washhouse Bylaw, the 
work of making the necessai-y altera- 
tions to bo commenced within a week, 
and to be completed within six weeks. 
Next Tuesday night the council will 
liold tlie inquiry provided for under the 
Municipal Clauses Act to determine 
wiietlier the premises complained of 
are a nuisance ;md detrlmentnl to the 
imblie health and to surrounding as- 
sessed vtilues. 

The waalilionse complained ot has 
loonied large in civic circles ever since 
the first compl.aint registered by Wll- 
liuni Neal, an iuljolning owner. It was 
the intention of the council to have 
held tlio inquiry last Monda.v evening 
but the city solicitor advised that aa 
the proper notice had not been served 
upon the owner, the investigation 
should be held over until this step had 
been taken. 

The Idea of tho city Is now to force 
tho Awner of the premises complained 
ot to comply with the! provisions of the 
■Wiishhouse Bylaw to the extent that 
the building, before it can be used for 
a laundry, must, be located twenty -five 
feet from the str(!et line and ten feet 
from adjoiiilnjj; buildings. The lot on 
which the premises in (|uestion tire sit- 
uated is .')7xG0 feet. To comply with 
the bylaw the building, when remedied, 
if it evei- is, will be of such a size as to 
firactlcaliy preclude its being used for 
the purpose. 

Will Enforce Bylaw 

iividently the council is determined 
to go ahead and enforce the provisions 
of the bylaw, but In tlie tneantlme tliere 
are many other wnsliliouses which are 
in like predicament and whether the 
same steps will be taken in their cases 
also remains to be seen. When tho 
council lirsl commenced to apply the 
bylaw to the washhou.scs It was .s«,'en 
that to strictly enforce its i)rovi.slo'ns 
would practically mean that the Jiia- 
Jorlty of the waslihouBcs would be put 
out of business. Accordingly it was 
deckled that the sanitary inspector 
sliould be authoriiied to enforce sucli 
regulations as would put existing 
places of this nature In good sanitary 
condltloi. and the provisions relating 
to the distance which the buildings 
should be from the street were w;ilved. 
In fact at a recent meeting of tho 
stroots comniitteo an assurance was 
given to Hon. F. Peters, who appeared 
bafore the committee on behalf of a 
large number of the Chlneso propria 
tors of washhouses, that the bylaw 
would not be enforced to tho extreme, 
and so long as tho proprietors com- 
plied with certain of' the provisions of 
the measure, such as putting In con- 
crete Honrs, connecting with the sower, 
using metal-lined tubs and having tho 
walls of the wasliroom lined with me- 
tal, no further improvements would 
be insisted upon. This was done, but 
in the etise before the council it ap- 
pears that it is the only instance where 
adjoining owners have made any de- 
cided objection to a Vv-ashhou.se, and 
.Mr. Neal i.s apparently not going to 
rest until he ggta ii llnal decision as to 
what the council Intends to do In re 
sjieot to his comiilalnt. 

Jlr. Neul, besides claiming that the 
washhouse has been a nuisance, also 
points out that the city council is 
bound b.v its own bylaw. He declares 
that there is but one course open lo 
the council, and that Is to Insist tliat 
the full in-ovislons of the byUnv be 
complied with or the premises closed 
to the business of a laundry. 

Acting on the assumption that the 
council meant wliat it said when jiro- 
prletors of washhouses witre allowed 
to continue in business provided that 
certain linproverucilts were made, a 
considerable sum has been expended hy 
such proprietors in rendering their 
premises more sanitary. Should they 
now be forced, by reason of the pre- 
sent case, to fully comply with the by- 
\a\v, the Interesting question arises as 
to whether such proprietors would be 
justified In demanding compensation 
for the cost of the improvements al- 
ready made. 

Just what steps the city will take 
should Dr. Morrison, owner of thi> 
premises complained of by Mr. Neal, 
refuse to carry out the work of makln.g 
the place comply with the b.vlaw. Is 
not stilted, but the bylaw provided a 
penalty in .such cases, the penalty to 
be enforced by the court, and It may 
bo that before the case terminates, 
police court proceedings will be resort- 
ed to. 



DUE TO NATURAL CAUSES 



nquest Held on Body of Late George 
Moors 



That death was due to natural 
causes was the verdict ot the coron- 
'ers jury which yesterday afternoon In- 
vestigated tho circumstances surround- 
ing tho death of the late George Morn- 
go, or as ho was known In this city, 
George Moore, who was found on Sun- 
day morning -last lying dead in bed In 
his cottage on Cormorant street. Moore, 
v/ho was well known In this city 
where he had resided for many years, 
was about 60 years of age. He had 
been living alone In his cottage, and 
was Inst seen alive on Friday evening. 
Neighbors who noticed that during 
Saturday and the greater part of Sun- 
day the blirulK weri! kept lowered, he- 
eaiiie anxloils and notilled tlie police 
Detectlvu O'Leary and Constiihle 
Heather visited tlie cottage, gaining 
entrance through ;i rear window. They 
found Moore lying in bed dead. 

'I'lie evidence submitted yesterday ]iy 
Dr. Hapty, who performed a post lucr- 
tein examination, shoiVi!d that the de- 
ee!ised liiui died of fatty degeneration 
of the heart, though till the other or- 
gans were In a normal oorulltlon.

HERE AND THERE 

The revelations of corruption in the 
Marine department ot Quebec contain 
u lesson that ouglit not to be lost on 
the wives and molhcra of the Canadian 
people. If women are cxtnivagani, if 
they are nut content lo live witlnn tlieir 
nieuns and If Ihcy desire to copy the 
dress and Imitate the expenditure ut 
those whose incomes art; yrealer than 
their own, the men on ulioni they are 
dependent, will Hud it hard n.it i.p yi' lu 
to the templalion when It anives, of 
taking money to which they are jiol 
justly entitled. U may be. tlmt hi these 
parlicular instances no womeu are lo 
uliinie, but it is not likely. The truth 
Is, tiuit truin one eiul of tianada to the 
other, the love of display has grown 
faster llian llie means to Ki'alily it, 
yreat as lias been our Increase in ma- 
terial prosperity. In every city and 
town, women spend more money on 
lu.xuries than iliey ure warranted in 
Hpeniiiiig. .\s long as inuii and women 
spend more than they earn, so long 
will 111 ere be a danger of using un- 
lawful means to gain money to pay 
debts which In the ordinary course ol 
events caiinol be met. This does not 
apply alone lo tlio civil service. The 
hublt ot getting into debt Is very pre- 
valent throughout Canada among peo- 
ple of all sorts and conditions. 11 is 
one very easy to acquire and very hard 
to overcome. There is nothing whlcn 
the women of Canada need to be mure 
strongly convinced of in these <lays 
tlian lliat riches and all that follows 
their possession are not worlli tlie 
smallest .sucrltlce of princiiile. if l^an- 
ada is to be a great nation we must 
hold fast by the old standards of rlyht 
and wrong. Honor, and UDriglilness in 
tlio nation as well as in tlie Individual 
are the oiilv foundations of true great- 
ness.- if this Is r.'alized by every nri- 
ther and wif,- in fanacia the corrup- 
tion wlilch has all too soon left its taint 
on tb<! life of our young nation will oe 
spi-edily reuun-ed. 'I'his work Is read.\' 
to tlie hand ot c':'.nadiau \voui;nilio<id. 
It is one wlilch must beyin, If it dees 
not end, in the home and every honest 
•.•. iinian, no matter how i?iniple she may 
lie, can have her part in it. 

In a late number of tho Toronto 
<;l()!ie there is an tirticii; which shows 
that vouuf,' I'JuBlish women are lilllni; ;i 
useful pl.-ic in Canadian life in the 
l^astern provinces. A number of elUi- 
cati'd british girls have come to Tor- 
onto ami liave found places as govi'r- 
nesscs to \oung childn-n in t'anadlan 
homes. Ti! .■ Kii''» are not .afrtild Vi 
work and a.' found to be very useful 
m.-mliers of the famllii;s wher.' tln^y are 
einployeil. 'I'heir relineineiil and edu- 
cation" have the 1-iesl inlluence over tln' 
little ones who are pUicod in their 
ciiurge. In our own province there Is 
openiuK fur a •number of yo\ing women 
of this class but, unfortun»i|ply, there 
is an idea in Oreat Britain- that the 
salaries are lilgher than those who 
liave most need of such assistance can 
afford to pay. Tho women to Whom 
the help of a nursery governess would 
bo most useful are those mothers who 
live at some distance from the cities. 
These women are not, as a rule, weal- 
thy. They have, hojvever, comforta- 
ble homes and would ai^prcclate the 
companionship of bright and intelll- 
gent girls who on their ptirt would 
have the advantages of a ha.jipy home 
ill healthy and often beautiful sur- 
ruundings. For young women from the 
(lid Land, who add to their fpialilica- 
tiona and acconipllshments the saving 
gift of eommonsense, then' is room and 
work In British Columlila. 

In Dr. .lames I'letclU'r (.'anada ha.'< 
lost one of lier best and most useful 
citizens. Ttiere Is not from 1 'ape Bri'- 
ton to \'ancouver island a man engaK- 
ed In any form of agriculture whi> does 
not owe much to his researches and to 
his lessons. .As botanist and entomo- 
! legist of the i:)omlnion Kxi>erimental 
Kami tit flilawa It was his business to 
study the lives of the jilants and In- 
' sects of Canada. Tills work he pur- 
I sued with enthusiasm and there was 
i no form of animal or vcRi'tahlr life that 
I cuuld In any w.iy affect the Krowiu^t 
oroiis ot which he had not an Intlmale 
knowledge.

llial for a quarter of a century hr 
has spi'iit Ills summers anuiiig the 
farmer.s of what wa.s long called the 
Xorthwest. .\t first this gentleman 
who s|)ont his days In catching moths 
and other insects or In watching the 
birds and gophers, and his nights in 
liresslng specimens and reading aclen- 
iltic books was looked upini as u 
harmless but somewhat useless Indi- 
vidual by the busy farmers. Hut when 
a plague of ni assliojipers threatened 
the crops 0! t'.iose who lived near the 
boundary and lie and his fellow stu- 
dents from Ib.e I'nlted .States were 
able to tell llieiii how to destroy the 
invaders and to save llndr crops their 
oplnitni ot hiia changed. 

'l'he>- W'eri- nady thin to listen 
when he told them that 111.' hawks 
which the,\' u ere des t roy i Indis- 
criminately prevented the Kojilier from 
beciimiiiK au unendurable jii si and that 
the little .i-':arter suak(> was the farm- 
er's friend.

Clean tho ears, tongue and feet ot 
11. full-grown |)lg, cover witli cold wa- 
ter, slightly salted, and boil until the 
llesh win fall from the bones.

It is most imporlant 
for the student to realize that tech- 
nique consists In imparting motion to 
tile strings by a series of efforts, tlie 
longest of which occupies only a frac- 
tional jiart of a sound, and that eiich 
of these efforts must cease Willi the 
luodiiction ut sound, utherwlse tne 
energy will lie wasted on the felt 
under the key, and tlie player not only 
exiiuusted, but greatly hampered in 
his movements. 

This can bo best understood and the 
right touch acquired by repeating a 
sUiooato chord several times without 
taking (he fingers off tlie keys. If tlie 
fact.s atatod In this article were known 
to -studenta generoliy they would not 
onl.\- be sa\'ed much useless hvhor, but 
would '.h; pilckly enabled to produce 
what ill! artists most highly jn-izi'— • 
namely, tone-color.

lueii, and iiia.N'ors possible, lias already 
been aiiiiouiice<i by cable, but now, by 
a large inajorlly, liere election lias ac- 
tually taken place. She Is thus Ihc 
first woman inayur In the United 
Kingdom. 

Miss Dove is a college-bred woman, 
I now teaching school, who has long^ 
j taken an interest in ihe educalional 
j and polllical affairs of lier native 
j borough. 'J'he I^ondon papers print 
long interviews Willi lier as to her 
y|(;ws, etc. Some extracts follow: 
"it think it is quite right that wo- 
! men should take their share in pu'Ullc 
life," she said "There is housekeep- 
ing to be done in every pimse of local 
government, and the woman's point of 
view Is Just as necessary 'as the man's 
to the well being of the boroughs. No. 
I have no intention of malting tiny 
drastic changes during my mayoralty. 

"I shall not act as magistrate; that 
duty will be assumed by the deputy 
mayor, as 1 do not think it would, at 
the present moment, be possible for a 
woman to act in that capacity. 

"Is my election popular'.' Well, the 
lirsl s,\-miUoms of poynilar feeling I 
had was on my return from th;- Uuild- 
liall on Tuesday night, when I found 
tile local constable testing the abbey 
windows to see that they were shul. 
He was very anxious to hear who had 
bi-cii chosen as mayor, and when 1 told 
lilm I had been he said: 'I'm very 
glad. Miss, I'm a bit of a suffragette 

m\'sel t.' 

"Will there be any mayoress? Oh, 
yes. there will, i am appointing Miss 
Wallls, niy oldest k.ouse mistress, to 
that post. So the town will not lose 
any of its dignity that alady niiiyor 
woulil seem to rob it of.

The schools ought to start a crusade 
for the proper use of the niotlu r 
tongue. Slang Is so prevalent that it 
almost replaces good English. It Is 
heard on the street, In the Shop, on 
the stage, in the school and occasluii- 
all.\' in the church. .Many persons uso 
slang so habitually that tli 'v do iiol 
even know they .are using It. Child- 
ren liear It so much that they gio'.v 
uii believing il to be good I'liiglisli. 
Many popular writers use if trecl\' In 
tlieir hooks, and thus help lo cry.sta- 
llze and fix It. 

'I'he English language with its inul- 
tililiclty of words and Its wealth of 
synonyms can be used to express 
every shade of thought and feel in;; 
with perfect cloai'ness and great force. 
Th'Te is no excuse for the silly and 
vulgar inventions that constitute the 
curreiiL slang. Slang generally orlgl- 
iiiites wdtli the Ignorant and lazy, those 
who do not know enougli to aiipreclaio 
till powers of our language and are 
loo indolent lo inform tlieniHelves. 
Occasionally nu expr(;ssion begun as 
slang finail.\- comes to be gooii Fng- 
llsli; but this occurs so iiifreqiieiUly 
tluit It constitutes no valid arguinont 
for slang. 

The school has a very great duty 
to perform. It can light slang In tliroi; 
very effective ways,. ' The -language of 
the teacher should bo free from It. so 
as not to tench It by example. The 
ugliness of slang should he taught and 
Its unneccssarlea sliown. On tho po.-ii- 
tlve side the br«nty ond expressive.

Caution When Engaged 
in the Chase 



Sportsmen are re<iuested to exercise 
call! while shooting as there urc a 
luinibor of new varieties of birds. Im- 
ported but a sh(n't time ago, wliioh 
might com'e within tomiiting range, 
the klUlnB of wbicli would not only 
ho n serious Infraction of the regula- 
tinns, but would go far towards <le- 
striiying tho iunbitinn of those en- 
lliusliists who are' desirous of seeing 
the southern end of Vancouver Island 
well stocked with feathered game of 
iiuiny (lirferont siieeles. '['Ills a|ipeal 
to Inintors is made by a number of 
veti'i'an disciples of the chase who 
have assisted In tlie bringing of 
capercallzio und black game to this 
country and whose latest venture Is 
tlio Importation of the Hungarian 
liartridge. 

In conversation recently, A. E. Todd, 
who Is OIK! of Ihe prime movers In the 
Introducticni of iiiirlridge, stated that 
there were grounds for helie\'lng tluit 
some of the lilrds released last spring 
liud been shot tliroiigh Ignor.-iiice. A.s 
ho and Dr. .1. I... Todd had recently ro- 
loiised some more and wished to have 
thcni protected as well a.s possible, ho 
wanted to muku tho fact known to tho 
public generally In order that tboao 



who are in tho habit of Indulging in 
tho popular outdoor pastime might be 
on their guard. 

Sir. Todd explained that Hungarian 
partridge were relea.scd last spring at 
Quamichan lake, near Duncans, and 
also in Stianlch, near the cement 
works at Tod Inlet. It was not de- 
finitely known .whether, any of these 
birds had broods this season, although 
several persons In both districts, re- 
ported that tlvey had seen broods of 
young birds which they took to ho. 
tho newcomers. The Indlcation.s were 
tliat those at Duncans were keeping 
within a few miles of Quamichan bike, 
■^vlillo tho.se In Satmicli, apparently, 
bad spread much more, some having 
been seen on the nutler farm, Kcat- 
ing's crossing, while others had 
crossed Sannich Inlet and were mak- 
ing their home in tho Highlands. 

Tho last lot of partridges to be re- 
leased, according to Mr. Todd, have 
been placed at Clialloner & Mitchell's 
farm, tho old De Poor Trench place, 
Saanlch; at SUIuey island, and at 
"The l.ea.sowes." Thoy are expected 
to spread from the latter locUily to 
Potnberton woods and through tbo oak 
Hay district. Mr. Todd annoinices 
that ho intends at irregular Intervals 
placing more birds at the various lo- 
calities mentioned. 

What led up to the releasing of 
partridges at the Leasowes, Mr. Todd 
assert.s. Is tho tact that large llocks of 
nunii are seen in the groiinds of va- 
rious residences in that locality. Ho 
expresses regret, however, that con- 
shhuablo shooting Is done throughout 
the district to I lie south of Rockland 
and Oak Hay avenues and that there Is 
little doubt that the trapping of f|uall 
and pheasants, both by garden China- 
men and their masters, is a common 
accurrence.

It seems that 2,000 tons 
of space on the Japanese tramp, which 
brought a cargo of hardwood to Port- 
fand from Otaru and was chartered 
for the outward voyage to Japan by 
Jel.isen and Ostrander, was let to the 
Awaya-Ikeda company and other Jap- 
anese exporters for shipments of salf 
salmon and general merchandise at the 
rate of $2 to $2.60 per ton. which Is 
much lower .than the tariff of the regu- 
lar Oriental lines. The Fukul Maru v.as 
at Vancouver loading salt salmon iind 
was tibout ready to proceed to Japan 
after taking in another 500 tons ;it Se- 
attle when the aeiddent took place.

Moral and Social Reform 

It was llieii moved and after cnii- 
sideraiilc discussion, resolved on mo- 
tion of Rev. C, Cooper, second. hI liv 
.Mr. LiiuUey Crease: "Whereas it is 
right and expeiileiit that the church 
sliouid have a mean.s by which she can 
express her mind upon questions 
of imblic inorulity; 

"And, wherea.s, no such means at 
present exist: 

"Be It resolved, that a committee on 
moral and social reform be appointed 
liy the s\ nod for the i)uri)ose of deal- 
ing with all cpiestlons relating to pub- 
lic mm-ality and the social well-being 
of tile community; ami that this com- 
mittee lie instructed to work In con- 
luiictioii both wltli the committee on 
moral ami social refonn appointed at 
the last gi'iieral s,\-nod of tin.' Church 
of lOiiglaiui in Canada, held at Ottawa, 
and also witli similar cuininittees be- 
longing to other Ciiristian bodies, so 
that the general sentiment of C^hris- 
ilaii people may be brought to bear 
u|ion the Dominion and Provincial 
I eivernments, upon municipal corpora- 
tions and upon public opinion In mat- 
ii IS aifecting the moral and social 
\v ll-biing of the community." 

Rev. .Mr. Coo])er gave a couple of 
instances wliich eviilenced tile e.xist- 
ence of gross dejiravity in this cilv, 
and the Rev. Canon Heanlands con- 
llnncMl the accurac.\- of tliese state- 
ments. 

Bishop Perrln towards the close of 
tile de-bate observed: "Personally. I 
can .scarcely say how thankful I am 
thai this committee is likely to be ap- 
Iiointed. I do not speak about myself 
more than to say, that I have tried as 
far as I could both in this city, as well 
as in the towns In which 1 have pre- 
viously lived, for although my share 
In trying to deal with the social evils 
of the place In tyhlch I am may not 
be great, and although my position, 
when taken by myself, is indeed of 
very little use at all. yet If I am 
hacked up in my effort.s by a strong 
ecunmltter' of the wliole church, 1 am 
ipilte confident tlial tli,' very best re- 
.'Oill.-i will and must T'lllow-. (.Applause). 
Voa ba\-e h.-anl the resolution, gin- 
tlemeii, what Is your pleasure'.' 

The resolution was passed unani- 



mously by a stnndlnaf vote amid loud 
applause. .. v , 

Bishop Perria then named the fol- 
lowing committed: Roy, .Mr. Cooper, 
dorivoner; Rov. Messrs; "White, Allen, 
Leakey, Ard and Mlllor; Messrs, 
Crease, Wootton, Wolley, Barton, 
liltchfleld, Hayward and Corker. 
Lord's Day Act. 

The Rev. A. Sllva White then mov- 
ed the folhnving motion: 

"That this synod places on record 
Us appreciation of the fact that the 
Dominion Lord's Day act is being en- 
forced In all the provinces of the Do- 
minion but one; that If deplores the 
fact that British Coiunvbla is the only 
province where the act stands In 
abeyance;

A new departure has been made 
by local wholesale fruif dealers by the 
arrival here of a carload o£ bananas 
direct from Florida. Thl.s is the lar- 
g-ost single shipment of this fruit 
which has ever I"' n received In this 
city hitherto, lo^al dealers having 
contented theniKelvc.s with .supplylus 
their wants by Intermittent shlpnient.s 
of tho fruit from Seattle or Vancou- 
ver as the demand reciulred. The 
fruit arrived in the city yesterday and 
will bo on the local market this week. 
The quality Is aald to b" excellent, 
better. In fact, than la usually the case. 
Last year the fruit when It arrived 
here wn.s generally too ripe and could 
not be kept, but the present ahtpmcnt 
Is stated to be the best. In point of 
(luallty, that hns reached this city In 
many years. At jjre.sent bananas are 
retailing at .lO cents per dozen, and It 
is expected that the new shipment will 
not command n iirie.. inuch different 
tluin the pre.si>nt liijuri'. 

New n.'ivel oranKen are Mpi)earlnK 
on the local niarkot, a shipment hav- 
ing arrived on the Inst .Sun l'"ranclHco 
boat. The fruit l.s a shade green as 
yet, but from now on will .steadily 
Improve. The present shipment Is 
selling retail at from 25c to fiOc per 
dozen. Now California tanKerlties, 
of e.Ncellenl tiualily, have also appear- 
ed on this market attraetivelj- packi'd 
and .'--ell at 7r)e iior basket. ' A sliip- 
nienl of new date.s ha.s al.so arrlveil. 
They an; scllinK at lOe a package and 
neu- Furd date.-j of Hue quality are 
j selling at 15c per pound. 

Christmas specialties !;ave now ar- 
rived In the shape of raisins, nuts, pre- 
served fruits, candled fruits, etc. 'l"ho 
riuallty of tlie new arrivals is good 
and It Is expected that there will bo 
little, if any, change In prices from 
a year ago. 

Price changes in the regular lines 
of produce have been practically nil 
during tho past week. Fresh Lslautl 
egg.s are still retailing at last week's 
high figure of 70 cents i>er dozen, and 
butter, of the slrletly fresh variety, i.s 
still very scarce, but unchanged in 
price. Veget.-ililes are uneli.-ingcd In 
price with bul few lines on sale and 
no change has been made In local 
fruit. In the meat, fish and poultry 
lines also no chan|-e In prlce.<i have 
t.ikeii place. PlcHle hams, which havo 
been very scarce during the past few 
weeks, are no\Y In better supply, at 
12',i cents per i)Ound, 

In the Hour and feed lines prices 
havo experienced some slight changes, 
cracked and whole corq having de- 
clined a sUKill fraetioii. A shipment of 
alfalfa clover hay has been received 
liere and is selling at $20 per ton. 
AVhilc the prediction has been repeat- 
edly made that jin advance In Hour 
prices will take pi.nce no increase has 
as yet been m.'ule by tho big east- 
ern mills though wheat values are re- 
markably high. Advices from the east 
Indicate that In all likelihood ah in-" 
crease In flour prices may bo looketl 
for after the first of the new year.
